Publishing Some 
OI Stevens Calls 


Only Talks With 
Individual Senators 
W ill Be Involved 


WASHINGTON (IPI - Senate in­ 
vestigators cleared the way today 
lur publishing some of Army Sec­ 
ret ary Robert T. Stevens’ telephone 
talks about his troubles with Sen. 
Joseph R 
McCarthy. 
Prospects wore as dim as ever, 
however, that the particular moni­ 
tored calls which have generated 
the most heat in the 27 days of 
Army McCarthy 
hearings 
would 
ever see the light of day. 
Virtually ruled out were tran ­ 
scripts of monitored calls between 
Stevens and Army counselor John 
G 
Adams; Stevens and Maj. Gen. 
Kirke B Lawton, the com mandant 
el Ft 
Monmouth, N. J.; Stevens 
and Roy M 
Cohn; and between 
Adams and Francis P. Carr. 
Sen. Joseph 
R. 
McCarthy 
(R- 
\\ is ) and Army special counsel 
Joseph N Welch agreed, during a 
private 
huddle, 
that 
records 
of 
monitored talks between Stevens 
and 
individual

investigating subcommittee — in­ 
cluding McCarthy — could be put 
into the record. 
This, however, would be done at 
the option of the individual sena­ 
tors. 
How many calls might thus 
hi' made public was uncertain.

Low volatile brush killer con­ 
taining 2,4.5 T plus 2,4 D is used 
which concentrates the chemical 
on the brush without spreading. 
The helicopter flies directly over 
the top of the brush and drives 
the chemical downward into the 
underbrush

spraying, flies very slow—at 25 to 
30 miles per hour.

allies in the Pacific area,” Dulles

The committee is holding h ear­ 
ings on the administration’s 3Hi- 
biuion dollar proposed foreign aid 
program.
